All details of the dormitory contract have been com¬ 
pleted, the Dean’s office was notified last Friday. Dean 
Meek reports that he anticipates that the contract will be 
authorized today at the Trustees’ meeting in Memphis. 
This means that the contractor will be getting under way 
with this magnificent dormitory on the UTMB campus. 
It will house 236 young women. The dormitory could pos¬ 
sibly be ready for occupancy before the close of the 1956- 
57 session. It is more realistic to assume that it will un¬ 
doubtedly be ready for the fall quarter of 1957. 

Dr. C. E. Brehm, Mr. John L. Neely, the Building Com¬ 
mittee of the Board of Trustees, and the Finance Com¬ 
mittee of the Board have all been anxious to get the con¬ 
tract let and the construction under way; and they have 
worked hard. Governor Frank Clement and his associates 
were on the ground floor of the provision for the dormitory, 
for it was Governor Clement who made this dormitory a 
campaign promise. He has done his part to see it through, 
and all are grateful.
